A Bill to provide for the development of Delhi according to plan and 
for matters ancillary thereto. 

Be It enacted by Parliament in the Eighth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows; — 


CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 

5 1. (I) This Act may be called the Delhi Development Act, 1957. short title, 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of Delhi. cOmmenCe- 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Govern- ment ‘ 

ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— Definition*. 

10 (a) "amenity” includes road, water supply, street lighting, 

drainage, sewerage, public works and such other convenience as 
the Central Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, specify to be an amenity for the purposes of this Act; 

(b) “building” includes any structure or erection or part of 
a structure or erection which is intended to be used for residen¬ 
tial, industrial, commercial or other purposes, whether in actual 
use or not; 

(c) “building operations” includes rebuilding operations, 
structural alterations of or additions to buildings and other 

20 operations normally undertaken in connection with the con¬ 
struction of buildings;

CHAPTER II 

The Delhi Development Authority and its objects 

3. ( 1 ) As soon as may be after the commencement of this Act, the 
Central Government shall, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
constitute for the purposes of this Act an authority to be called the 2 5 
Delhi Development Authority (hereinafter referred to as the 
Authority). 

(2) The Authority shall be a body corporate by the name afore¬ 
said having perpetual succession and a common seal with power to 
acquire, hold and dispose of property, both movable and immovable 3° 
and to contract and shall by the said name sue and be sued. 

(3) The Authority shall consist of the following members, 
namely: — 

(a) a chairman who shall be the administrator of the Union 

territory of Delhi, ex-officio; 35 

(b) a vice-chairman to be appointed by the Central Govern¬ 
ment from amongst officers of that Government; 

(c) a finance and accounts member to be appointed by the 
Central Government;

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(d) an engineer member to be appointed by the Central 

Government; 

(e) two representatives of the Municipal Corporation of 

Delhi to be selected by the councillors of the Corporation from 

5 among themselves; and 

(f) the Commissioner of the Municipal Corporation of 

Delhi, ex-officio. 

(4) The vice-chairman, the finance and accounts member and the 
engineer member shall be whole-time paid members of the Autho- 

10 rity and shall be entitled to receive from the funds of the Authority 
such salaries and such allowances, if any, and governed by such con¬ 
ditions of service as may be determined by rules made In thi3 
behalf. 

(5) A representative of the Municipal Corporation of Delhi elect- 

15 ed under clause (e) of sub-section ( 3 ) may be paid from the funds 

of the Authority such allowances, if any, as may be fixed by the 
Central Government in this behalf. 

( 6 ) The vice-chairman, the finance and accounts member and the 
engineer member shall hold office during the pleasure of the Central 

20 Government. 

(7) Save as provided in sub-section ( 8 ) a representative of the 
Municipal Corporation of Delhi shall hold office for a term of three 
years from the date of his election to the Authority and shall be 
eligible for re-election: 

25 Provided that such term shall come to an end as soon as he 
ceases to be a councillor of the said Corporation. 

( 8 ) A representative of the Municipal Corporation of Delhi 
elected under clause (e) cf sub-section (3) to fill a casual vacancy 
shall continue in office for the remainder of the term of the member 

3° in whose place he is elected, 

(9) A member other than an ex-officio member may resign his 
office by writing under his hand addressed to the Central Govern¬ 
ment but shall continue in office until his resignation is accepted by 
that Government. 

35 (10) No act or proceedings of the Authority shall be invalid by 

reason of the existence of any vacancy in, or defect in the constitu¬ 
tion of, the Authority. 

4, (1) The Central Government shall appoint two suitable per¬ 
sons respectively as the secretary and the chief accounts officer of 

40 the Authority who shall exercise such powers and perform such

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duties as may be prescribed by regulations or delegated to them by 
the Authority or the chairman. 

(2) Subject to such control and restrictions as may be prescribed 
by rules, the Authority may appoint such number of other officers 
and employees (including experts for technical work) as may be 5 
necessary for the efficient performance of its functions and may 
determine their designations and grades. 

(3) The secretary, chief accounts officer and other officers and 
employees of the Authority shall be entitled to receive from the 
funds of the Authority such salaries and such allowances, if any, io 
and shall be governed by such conditions of service as may be deter¬ 
mined by regulations made in this behalf. 

5. ( 1 ) The Authority slial], as soon as may be, constitute an 
advisory council for the purpose of advising the Authority on the 
preparation of the master plan and the zonal development plans and 15 
generally on the planning of development of Delhi and on such 
other matters arising out of, or in connection with, the administra¬ 
tion of this Act as may be referred to it by the Authority. 

(2) The advisory council shall consist of the following members, 
namely:— 20 

(a) the chairman of the Authority, ex-officio, who shall be 
the president; 

(b) two persons with knowledge of town planning or archi¬ 
tecture to be nominated by the Central Government; 

(c) one representative of the Health Services of Delhi 25 
administration to be nominated by the Central Government; 

( d ) four representatives of the Municipal Corporation of 
Delhi to be elected by the councillors from among themselves; 

(e) three persons representing the Delhi Electric Supply 
Committee, the Delhi Transport Committee and the Delhi Water 3° 
Supply and Sewage Disposal Committee of the said Corpora¬ 
tion, of whom— 

(i) one shall be elected by the members of the Delhi 
Electric Supply Committee from among themselves; 

(ii) one shall be elected by the members of the Delhi 35 
Transport Committee from among themselves; and 

(in) one shall be elected by the members of the Delhi 
Water Supply and Sewage Disposal Committee from among 
themselves. 
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(/) three persons to be nominated by the Central Govern¬ 
ment of whom one shall represent the interests of commerce 
and industry and one, the interests of labour, in Delhi; 

( g) four persons from the technical departments of the 
5 Central Government to be nominated by that Government; and 

(h) three members of Parliament of whom two shall be 
members of the House of the People and one shall be a member 
of the Council of States to be elected respectively by the mem¬ 
bers of the House of the People and the members of the Council 
of States. 

(3) The council shall meet as and when required to do so by the 
Authority and shall have the power to regulate its own procedure. 

(4) An elected member shall hold office for a term of three years 
from the date of his election to the council and shall be eligible for 

*5 re-election: 

Provided that such term shall come to an end as soon as the 
member ceases to be a member of the body from which he was 
elected. 


B. The objects of the Authority shall be to promote and secure Objects of 
20 the development of Delhi according to plan and for that purpose the Autho ' 
Authority shall have the power to acquire, hold, manage and dispose 
of land and other property, to carry out building, engineering, min¬ 
ing and other operations, to execute works in connection with supply 
of water and electricity, disposal of sewage and other services and 
25 amenities and generally to do anything necessary or expedient for 
purposes of such development and for purposes incidental thereto: 

Provided that save as provided in this Act, nothing contained 
in this Act shall be construed as authorising the disregard by the 
Authority of any law for the time being in force. 


3° CHAPTER III 

Master Plan and Zonal Development plans 


7. (1) The Authority shall, as soon as may be, 
survey of, and prepare a master plan for, Delhi. 

(2) The master plan shall—

(a) define the various zones into which Delhi may be divided 
for the purposes of development and indicate the hianner In which

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(b) serve as a basic pattern of frame-work within which the 
zonal development plans of the various zones may be prepai’ed.

8 . ( 1 ) Simultaneously with the preparation of the master plan or as 
soon as may be thereafter, the Authority shall proceed with the pre¬ 
paration of a zonal development plan for each of the zones into which 5 
Delhi may be divided. 


(2) A zonal development plan shall— 

(a) contain a site-plan and use-plan for the development of 
the zone and show the approximate locations and extents of land- 
uses proposed in the zone for such things as public buildings and io 
other public works and utilities, roads, housing, recreation, indus¬ 
try, business, markets, schools, hospitals and public and private 
open spaces and other categories of public and private uses; 

( b ) specify the standards of population density and building 

density; i<l 

(c) show every area in the zone which may, in the opinion of 
the Authority, be required or declared for development or re¬ 
development; and 

(d) in particular, contain provisions regarding all or any of 

the following matters, namely:— 20 

(i) the division of any site into plots for the erection of 
buildings; 

(ii) the allotment or reservation of land for roads, open 

spaces, gardens, recreation grounds, schools, markets and 
other public purposes; 25 

(in) the development of any area into a township or 
colony and the restrictions and conditions subject to which 
such development may be undertaken or carried out; 

(iv) the erection of buildings on any site and the res¬ 
trictions and conditions in regard to the open spaces to be 30 
maintained in or around buildings and height and character 

of buildings; 

(v) the alignment of buildings on any site; . 

(in) the architectural features of the elevation or front¬ 
age of any building to be erected on any site; 35 

(vii) the number of residential buildings Which may be 
erected on any plot or site; 

(viii) the amenities to be provided in relation to any site 
or buildings on such site whether before or after the erec¬ 
tion of buildings and the person or authority by whom or at 40 
whose expense such amenities are to be provided; 
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( ix ) the prohibitions or restrictions regarding erection 
of shops, workshops, warehouses or factories or buildings of 
a specified architectural feature or buildings designed for 
particular purposes in the locality; 

5 (:r) the maintenance of walls, fences, hedges or any 

other structural or architectural construction and the height 
at which they shall be maintained; 

(xi) the restrictions regarding the use of any site for 
purposes other than erection of buildings; and 

10 ( xii ) any other matter which is necessary for the proper

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(3) After the commencement of this Act but before the coming 
into operation of any of the plans in a zone no development of land 
in any development area in the zone shall be undertaken or carried 
out by any person or body (including a department of Government) 
unless permission for such development has been obtained in writ¬ 
ing from the Authority. 

(4) After the coming into operation of any of the plans in a zone 
no development of land shall be undertaken or carried out— 

(a) in any development area in the zone— 

(J) by the Authority itself except in accordance with ic 
such plans; 

( 2 ) by any person or body (including a department of 
Governemnt) — 

(i) except in accordance with such plans; and 

(ii) unless permission for such development has 15 
been obtained in writing from the Authority;

by any person or body (including a department of Government) 

except in accordance with such plans.

(2) Every application under sub-section (1) shall be accompanied 3° 
by such fee as may be prescribed by rules: 

Provided that no such fee shall be necessary in the case of an ap¬ 
plication made by a department of the Government. 

(3) On the receipt of an application for permission under sub¬ 

section (1), the Authority after making such inquiry as it considers 35 
necessary in relation to any matter specified in clause (d) of sub¬ 
section (2) of section 8 or in relation to any other matter, shall by 
order in writing, either grant the permission, subject to such condi¬ 
tions, if any, as may be specified in the order or refuse to grant such 
permission: 40 
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Provided that before making an order refusing such permission, 
the applicant shall be given a reasonable opportunity to show cause 
why the permission should not be refused. 

(4) Where permission is refused, the grounds of such refusal shall 
5 be communicated to the applicant in the manner prescribed by regu¬ 
lations. 

(5) The Authority shall keep in such form as may be prescribed 
by regulations a register of applications for permission under this 
section, 

10 (/>) The said register shall contain such particulars including in¬ 

formation as to the manner in which applications for permission 
have been dealt with as may be prescribed by regulations and shall 
be available for inspection by any member of the public at all rea¬ 
sonable hours on payment of such fee not exceeding rupees five as 
*5 may be prescribed by regulations. 

(7) Where permission is refused under this section, the applicant 
or any person claiming through him shall not be entitled to get 
refund of the fee paid on the application for permission but tha 
Authority may, on an application for refund being made within 
20 three months of the communication of the grounds of the refusal 
under sub-section ( 4 ) direct refund of such portion of the fee as to 
it may seem proper in the circumstances of the case. 

CHAPTER V 

Acquisition and disposal of land 

25 13, (I) If any land is required by the Authority for purposes of Compulsory 

development or any other functions of the Authority under this Act, oflantf 10 " 
the Authority may acquire such land by publishing in the Official 
Gazette a notice specifying the particular purpose for which such 
land is required and stating that the Authority has decided to ac- 
30 quire the land in pursuance of this section. 

(2) Before publishing such notice, the Authority shall call upon 
the owner of the land and any other person who in the opinion of 
the Authority may be interested therein, to show cause why the 
land should not be acquired. 

33 (3) After considering the cause, if any, shown by the owner of 

the land and by any other person interested therein and after giving 
such owner and person an opportunity of being heard, the Authority 
may pass such orders as it deems fit. 

(4) When a notice under sub-section (1) is published in the 
40 Official Gazette, the land shall on and from the date of such publica¬ 
tion, vest absolutely in th# Authority free from all encumbrancas.

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14. ( 1 ) Where any land is aqquired by the Authority under this 
Act, the Authority shall pay for such acquisition, compensation the 
amount of which shall be determined in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of this section. 

( 2 ) Where the amount of compensation can be determined by 5 
agreement between the Authority and the person to be compensated, 
it shall be determined in accordance with such agreement. 

(3) Where no such agreement can be reached, the Authority 
shall refer the case to the Collector for determination of the amount 

of compensation to be paid for such acquisition as also the person xo 
or persons to whom such compensation shall be paid. 

(4) Before finally determining the amount of compensation, the 
Collector shall give an opportunity to every person to be compen¬ 
sated to state his case as to the amount of compensation. 

(5) In determining the amount of Compensation, the Collector i5 
shall be guided by the following principles, namely: — 

(a) no allowance shall be made on account of the acquisi¬ 
tion being compulsory; 

(b) the value of the land shall, subject as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided, be taken to be the amount which the land if sold in the 20 
open market by a willing seller might be expected to realise: 

Provided that the Collector shall be entitled to consider all 
returns and assessments of capital value for taxation made or 
acquisced in by the person to be compensated. 

(c) the value of the land under clause (b) shall be deter- 25 
mined on the assumption that permission for development under 
this Act would be granted only for development within the 
range of existing use of the land at the time of its acquisition 
and would not be granted for any other development; 

(d) the special suitability or adaptability of the land for 30 
any purpose shall not be taken into account if that purpose is a 
purpose to which it would be applied only in pursuance of sta¬ 
tutory powers, or for which there is not a market apart from 
the special needs of a particular purchaser or the requirements of 
any department of Government or any local or public authority. 35 

(e) where the value of the land is increased by reason 
of the use thereof or of any premises thereon in a manner which 
could be restrained by any court, or is contrary to law, or is 
detrimental to the health of the inmates of the premises, or to 
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public health, the amount of that increase shall not be taken 
into account. 

( 6 ) For the purpose of determining the amount of compensa¬ 
tion— 


(a) the Collector shall have the power to require any per¬ 
son to deliver to him such returns and assessments as he con¬ 
siders necessary; 

(b) the Collector shall also have the power to require any 
person known or believed to be interested in the land to deliver 
to him a statement containing, as far as may be practicable, the 
name of every other person having any interest in the land as 
co-owner, mortgagee, tenant or otherwise, and the nature of 
such interest, and of the rents and profits (if any) received or 
receivable on account thereof for three years next preceding 
the date of the statement. 

(7) Every person required to deliver a return, assessment or 
statement under sub-section ( 6 ) shall be deemed to be legally bound 
to do so, within the meaning of section 175 and section 176 of the 
43 of i860. Indian Penal Code. 

20 (8) The Collector may hear expert witnesses if it be necessary 

to do so in any particular case. 

(9) The Collector shall be entitled to enter on and inspect any 
land which is the subject of proceedings before him. 

(10) The Collector shall dispose of every case referred^ to him 

25 under sub-section (3) for determination of compensation as expedi¬ 
tiously as possible and in any case within such time as rqay be 
prescribed by rules. 

( 11 ) The Collector shall determine the amount of costs incurred 
in any case disposed of by him under this section, and by what 

3° persons and in what proportions they are to be paid. 

15. ( 1) Any person aggrieved by the decision of the Collector 
determining the amount of compensation may within sixty days from judge 
the date of such decision appeal to the court of the district judge gainst deed 
of Delhi. Collector. 

35 (2) The decision of the court of the district judge on such appeal, 

and subject only to such decision, the decision of the Collector 
determining the amount of compensation shall be final and shall not 
be questioned in any court.

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16. If any dispute arises as to the apportionment of compensation 
among persons claiming to be entitled thereto the Authority shall 
refer such dispute for the decision of the court of the district judge 
of Delhi and the decision of that court thereon shall be final. 

17. (1) Where the amount of compensation is determined by 5 
agreement, the Authority shall pay such amount to the person or 
persons entitled thereto. 

(2) Where the amount of compensation is determined by the 
Collector under the provisions of section 14, the Authority shall 
tender payment of the compensation determined to the persons en- 10 
titled thereto according to such determination and shall pay to them 
unless prevented by some one or more of the contingencies men¬ 
tioned in the next sub-section. 

(3) If the persons entitled to compensation according to the 
decision of the Collector do not consent to receive it, or if there be *5 
no person competent to alienate the land or if there be any dispute 
as to the title to recieve the compensation, the Authority shall 
deposit the amount of the compensation in the court of the district 
judge of Delhi: 

Provided that any person admitted to be interested may receive 20 
such payment under protest as to the sufficiency of the amount of 
compensation: 

Provided further that nothing herein contained shall affect the 
liability of any person who may receive the whole or any part of 
any compensation determined under this Act, to pay the same to the 2 5 
person lawfully entitled thereto. 

18. Where any amount of compensation has been deposited in 
court under section 17, the court may either of its own motion or on 
the application made by or on behalf of any party interested or 
claiming to be interested in such amount, order the same to be 3° 
invested in such Government or other approved securities as it 
may think proper, and may direct the interest or other proceeds 

of any such investment to be accumulated and paid in such manner 
as will, in its opinion, give the parties interested therein the same 
benefit therefrom as they might have had from the land in respect 35 
whereof such amount has been deposited or as near thereto as may 
be. 


19. (1) Subject to any directions given by the Central Govern¬ 
ment under this Act, the Authority may dispose of— 

(a) any land acquired by it without undertaking or carry* 40 
ing opt any development thereon; or 
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(b) any such land after undertaking or carrying out such 

development as it thinks fit, 

to such persons, in such manner and subject to such convenants 
and conditions as it considers expedient for securing the develop- 
5 ment of Delhi according to plan. 

(2) The powers of the Authority with respect to the disposal of 
land acquired by it under this Act shall be so exercised as to secure, 
so far as practicable, that persons who are living or carrying on 
business or other activities on land so acquired shall, if they desire 
to obtain accommodation on land belonging to the Authority and 
are willing to comply with any requirements of the Authority as 
to its development and use, have an opportunity to obtain thereon 
accommodation suitable to their reasonable requirements on terms 
settled with due regard to the price at which any such land has been 
15 acquired from them: 

Provided that where the Authority proposes to dispose of by 
sale any land without any development having been undertaken or 
carried out thereon, it shall offer the land in the first instance to the 
persons from whom it was acquired, if they desire to purchase it 
20 subject to such requirements as to its development and use as the 
Authority may think fit to impose. 

(2) Nothing in this Act shall be construed as enabling the 
Authority to dispose of land by way of gift, mortgage or charge, but 
subject as aforesaid reference in this Act to the disposal of land 

25 shall be construed as reference to the disposal thereof in any 
manner, whether by way of sale, exchange or lease or by the crea¬ 
tion of any easement right or privilege or otherwise. 

20. (1) The Central Government may, by notification in the N«zul Unds, 
Official Gazette and upon such terms and conditions as may be 
30 agreed upon between that Government and the Authority, place at 
the disposal of the Authority all or any developed and undeveloped 
lands in Delhi vested in the Union (known and hereinafter refer¬ 
red to as “nazul lands”) for the purpose of development in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of this Act, 

35 (2) No development of any nazul land shall be undertaken or 

carried out except by, or under the control and supervision of, the 
Authority after such land has been placed at the disposal of the 
Authority under sub-section (I). 

(3) After any such nazul land has been developed by, or under 
40 the control and supervision of, the Authority it shall be dealt with 

by the Authority in accordance with rules made and directions 
given by the Central Government in this behalf. 

(-*) If any nazul land placed at the disposal of the Authority 
under sub-section ( 1 ) is required at any time thereafter by the 
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Central Government, the Authority shall, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, replace it at the disposal of that Government upon 
such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon between that 
Government and the Authority. 


CHAPTER VI 5 

Finance, accounts and audit 

21. ( 1 ) The Authority shall have and maintain its own fund to 
which shall be credited— 

(a) all moneys received by the Authority from the 
Central Government by way of grants, loans, advances or other- 10 
wise; 

(b) all fees and charges received by the Authority under 
this Act; 

(c) all moneys received by the Authority from the disposal 
of lands, buildings and other properties, movable and immov- 15 
able; and 

(d) all moneys received by the Authority by way of rents 
and profits or in any other manner or from any other source. 

(2) The fund shall be applied towards meeting the expenses in¬ 
curred by the Authority in the administration of this Act and for no 20 
other purposes. 

(3) The Authority may keep in current account of the State

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

In order to check haphazard construction and to regulate and con¬ 
trol the building activities in Delhi, the Delhi (Control of Build¬ 
ing Operations) Ordinance, 1955 was promulgated on the 22nd Octo¬ 
ber, 1955, under which the Delhi Development (Provisional) 
Authority was constituted. The said Ordinance was replaced by 
the Delhi (Control of Building Operations) Act, 1955. Originally 
the enactment was to be in force up to the 31st December, 1956, but 
its opreation has been extended up to the 31st December, 1957, by 
an amending Act. 

The present Bill seeks to replace the Delhi Development (Provi¬ 
sional) Authority, and the Delhi Improvement Trust with the object 
of promoting and securing' the development of Delhi in accordance 
with the master plan and zonal development plans to be prepared by 
the Authority and approved by the Central Government. The 
Authority will consist of the Administrator of Delhi as chairman, 
a whole-time paid vice-chairman, a whole-time paid engineer 
member and a whole-time paid finance member, two members of 
the Corporation to be elected by the Councillors of the Delhi Muni¬ 
cipal Corporation from amongst themselves and the Commissioner 
of the Corporation ( ex-officio ). 

The development activities of the Authority will be confined only 
to such areas as may be declared “development areas” by the Cen¬ 
tral Government in consultation with the Authority and the Delhi 
Municipal Corporation. 

The Authority will be advised by an Advisory Council which 
will consist of three members to be elected by Parliament, repre¬ 
sentatives of the Delhi Municipal Corporation and persons to be 
nominated by the Central Government to represent the interests of 
commerce and industry and labour, as well as persons having know¬ 
ledge of town planning, architecture, public health and other tech¬ 
nical matters.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

The Delhi Development (Provisional) Authority and the Town 
Planning Office which are now in charge of the prevention of 
haphazard constructions and the preparation of the Master Plan 
for Delhi will merge with the Delhi Development Authority when 
it is constituted. Expenditure on the staff and the contingencies 
of these two Organisations is now being met from the Consolidated 
Fund of India. It is envisaged that the Authority which will in 
due course have its own funds as indicated in the succeeding para¬ 
graph may have to be financed in regard to its expenditure on staff 
and contingencies in the initial period by way of grants from the 
Consolidated Fund of India. The expenditure on this account may 
be about Rs. 12 lakhs per annum. It is anticipated that the Autho¬ 
rity will come into being during the last quarter of the current 
financial year in which case the actual expenditure during the cur¬ 
rent year will be about Rs. 3 lakhs. 

2. In regard to development to be carried out by the Authority 
in “Development Areas” funds will be provided as loans to the 
Authority and no grants are envisaged for this purpose. The 
amount of loans that will be advanced will depend on the actual 
development that the Authority will undertake during each year. 
The loans will be repaid by the Authority from funds which will 
accrue to it (a) by sale of plots in developed areas, (b) by the 
levy of betterment charges and (c) by such other fees or charges 
which it may recover for granting permission for development and 
building in “Development Areas”. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

In clause 51 it is proposed to delegate to the Central Government 
power to make rules after consultation with the Authority to carry 
out the purposes of the Bill. Under clause 52 it is proposed to 
delegate to the Delhi Development Authority powers to make regu¬ 
lations with the previous approval of the Central Government. The 
powers proposed to be delegated to the Central Government and 
the Authority under these two clauses relate to the various matters 
specified therein. As will appear from these two clauses these mat¬ 
ters are necessary for the day to day administration of the Act and 
do not involve any matters of policy. 

These delegations have been proposed for administrative con¬ 
venience and with a view not to making the Bill unnecessarily 
cumbersome. The delegation of legislative powers both to the Cen¬

(a) the Electric Supply Account, that is to say, accounts of 
all receipts and expenditure of the Corporation in respect of the 
operations of the Delhi Electr'c Supply Undertaking;

(d) the General Account, that is to say, accounts of all 5 
receipts and expenditure of the Corporation other than those 
specified in clause (a) or clause (b) or clause (c). 

Accounts ° f 204. The Municipal Chief Auditor shall conduct a monthly 
b al Oif'f*" exam ^ na ^ on an d audit of the municipal accounts and shall report 
Auditor and thereon to the Standing Committee who shall publish monthly an 10 
abstract of the receipts and expenditure of the month last preceding, 
signed by not less than two members of that Committee and by the 
Municipal Chief Auditor. 

(2) The Standing Committee may also from time to time and 
for such period as it thinks fit conduct independently any examina- 15 
tion and audit of the municipal accounts. 

(3) For the purpose of examination and audit of the municipal 
accounts the Standing Committee and the Municipal Chief Auditor 
shall have access to all the municipal accounts and to all records 
and correspondence relating thereto and the Commissioner shall 20 
forthwith furnish to the Standing Committee or the Municipal 
Chief Auditor any explanation concerning any receipts or expendi¬ 
ture which they may call for. 

205. (I) The Municipal Chief Auditor shall— 

(a) report to the Standing Committee any material impro- 25 
priety or irregularity which he may at any time observe in the 
expenditure or in the recovery of moneys due to the Corporation 
or in the municipal accounts;

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CHAPTER XU 

Waxes supply, drainage and sewage disposal 
General 

209. In this Chapter, unless the context otherwise requires, the Definitions. 
J following words and expressions in relation to water supply shall 
have the respective meanings given below, namely: — 

(1) “communication pipe” means,— 

(a) where the premises supplied with water abut on 
the part of the street in which the main is laid, and the 

10 service pipe enters those premises otherwise than through

(2) “main” means a pipe laid by the Corporation for the 
25 purpose of giving a general supply of water as distinct from a 

supply to individual consumers and includes any apparatus used 
in connection with such a pipe; 

(3) “service pipe” means so much of any pipe for supplying 
water from a main to any premises as is subject to water pres- 

30 sure from that main, or would be so subject but for the closing 
of some tap; 

(4) “supply pipe” means so much of any service pipe as is 
not a communication pipe; 

(5) “trunk main” means a main constructed for the purpose 
2 ^ of conveying water from a source of supply to a filter or 

reservoir or from one filter or reservoir to another filter or 
reservoir, or for the purpose of conveying water in bulk from 
one part of the limits of supply to another part of those limits, 
or for the purpose of giving or taking a supply of water in bulk; 
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(6) “water fittings” includes pipes (other than mains), taps, 
cocks, valves, ferrules, meters, cisterns, baths and other similar 
apparatus used in connection with the supply and use of water. 

210. The Central Government may require the Corporation to— 

(a) carry out a survey of the existing consumption of and 5 
demand for water supplies in Delhi and of the water resources 
in or available for Delhi; 

(b) prepare an estimate of the future water supply require¬ 
ments of Delhi; 

(c) carry out a survey of the existing quantity of sewage 10 
disposed of and the manner in which it is disposed of; 

(d) formulate proposals as to— 

(i) the existing or future water supply requirements of 
Delhi, 

(ii) the existing or future sewage disposal requirements 15 
in Delhi including proposals for the manner in which and 
the place or places at which such sewage should be carried, 
treated and disposed of . 

211. If the Delhi Water Supply and Sewage Disposal Committee 

is of opinion that the works and other properties for the time being 20 
vested in the Corporation for the purpose of Delhi Water Supply 
and Sewage Disposal Undertaking are inadequate for the purpose 
of sufficient supply of water or for the purpose of the efficient dis¬ 
posal of sewage under this Act, it may take steps in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act for the construction of additional works, 25 
whether within or without the local limits of the Corporation and 
for the acquisition of additional properties for such works. 

Water Supply 

212. (1 ) It shall be the duty of the Delhi Water Supply and 

Sewage Disposal Committee to take steps from time to time— 3° 

(a) for ascertaining the sufficiency and wholesomeness of 
water supplies within Delhi; 

(b) for providing a supply of wholesome water in pipes to 
every part of Delhi in which there are houses, for the domestic 
purposes of the occupants thereof, and for taking the pipes afford- 35 
ing that supply to such point or points as will enable the houses 
to be connected thereto at a reasonable cost, so, however, that 
this clause shall not require the Committee to do anything which 

is not practicable at a reasonable cost or to provide such a

(2) If any question arises under clause (b) of sub-section (I) as to 
whether anything is or is not practicable at a reasonable cost or as to 
the point or points to which pipes must be taken in order to enable 

15 houses to be connected to them at a reasonable cost, or under clause 
(c) thereof, as to whether a public supply can be provided at a reason¬ 
able cost, the Corporation shall determine that question and thereupon 
the| Committee shall give effect to that determination. 

(3) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-section (1), the 
20 Commissioner shall, for the purpose of securing, so far as is reason¬ 
ably practicable, that every house has available a sufficient supply 
of wholesome water for domestic purposes, exercise his powers 
under this Act of requiring the owners of houses to provide a sup¬ 
ply of water thereto.

274. (1) It shall be the duty of the Delhi Electric Supply Com¬ 
mittee to develop and maintain an efficient, co-ordinated and eco¬ 
nomical system of electricity supply for the whole of the Union *5 
territory of Delhi and for that purpose to take steps from time to

(a) for generating or acquiring supplies of electricity; 

(b) for providing supplies of electricity for licensees and

(t) give up any scheme prepared and sanctioned by the 
Delhi State Electricity Board; or 

(ii) give up or slow down execution of any work undertaken 
In pursuance of any such scheme. 

(2) In the discharge of its functions in relation to electricity 35 
supply, the Delhi Electric Supply Committee shall, as far as practi¬ 
cable— 

(a) promote the use of all economical methods of generating, 
transmitting and distributing electricity; 
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<b) secure the development of supplies of electricity; 

(c) secure the extension of supplies of electricity to areas 
withotft such supplies; 

(d) promote the standardisation of systems of supply and 
5 types of electrical fittings; 

(e) promote the simplification and standardisation of 
methods of charge for supplies of electricity. 

275. (1) The Delhi Electric Supply Committee may take steps in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act to manufacture, purchase, 
10 sell or let on hire on the execution of a hire-purchase agreement or 
otherwise, any electrical machinery, control gear, fittings, wires or 
apparatus for lighting, heating, cooling or motive power or for any

284. The New Delhi Municipal Committee or, as the case may Payment of 
40 t>e, the Military Engineer Services, Delhi Cantonment, shall pay ofsuppiTof 
for the electricity supplied to it the actual cost of supply of such electricity. 
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electricity at such rate or rates as may be determined by agreement 
between the Corporation and the authority concerned; 

Provided that in the case of any dispute between the Corporation 
and any such authority as to the rate, the dispute shall be referred 
to the Central Government whose decision thereon shall be final. 5 

285. ( 1 ) The Delhi State Electricity Board constituted under the 
Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948, shall cease to function as from, and 54 of 1948 . 
shall be deemed to be dissolved on, the date of the establishment 
of the Corporation under this Act. 

(2) On the dissolution of the Board— 10 

(a) the provisions of the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948, 5* of J 948 .

CHAPTER XIV 
Transport services 

286. In this Chapter, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “road transport service” means a service carrying 2 o 
passengers or goods or both by road in vehicles for hire or 
reward; 

(b) “vehicle” means any mechanically propelled vehicle, 

used or capable of being used for the purpose of road transport, 
and includes a tram car, a trolley-vehicle and a trailor; 25 

(c) words and expressions used but not defined in this 
Chapter and defined in the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939, have the 4 of 1939- 
meanings assigned to them in that Act. 

287. It shall be the general duty of the Delhi Transport Com¬ 
mittee to take steps from time to time for providing or securing or 30 
promoting the provision of an efficient, adequate, economical and 
properly co-ordinated system of road transport services for passen¬ 
gers and goods in the Union territory of Delhi and in any area to 
which the operation of any road transport service of the Corporation 
has been extended (hereafter in this Chapter referred to as “ex- 35 
tended area”) in the manner provided in section 291 and for that 
purpose— 

(a) to operate road transport services in the Union territory 
of Delhi and in any extended area; 

(b) to provide for any ancillary service.

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288. (I) The Delhi Transport Committee may take steps in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act—

(a) to manufacture, purchase, maintain and repair rolling- 
stock, vehicles, appliances, plant, equipment or any other thing 

■required for the efficient operation of the Delhi Transport 
Undertaking; 

(b) to acquire in accordance with schemes prepared under 
this Act either compulsorily in accordance with such procedure 
as may be prescribed by bye-laws made in this behalf or by 
agreement, whether absolutely or for any period, the whole or 
any part of any transport service operated by any other person 
to the extent to which the activities thereof consist of the opera¬ 
tion of road transport services or ancillary services in the 
Union territory of Delhi or in any extended area; 

(c) to construct buildings or works of every description 
necessary or desirable for the maintenance, operation and 
development of the Delhi Transport Undertaking; 

(d) to dispose of scrap vehicles, old tyres, used oils and any 
other stores of scrap value; 

(e) to purchase vehicles of such type as may be suitable for 
use in the road transport services operated under this Act; 

(f) to purchase or otherwise secure by agreement vehicles, 
garages, sheds, office buildings, depots, land, workshops, equip¬ 
ment, tools, accessories to and spare parts for vehicles or any 
other article owned or possessed by any dealer or the owner of 
any other transport service; 

(g) to do anything for the purpose of advancing the skill 
of persons employed for the purpose of the Undertaking or the 
efficiency of the equipment necessary for the Undertaking or 
of the manner in which that equipment is operated, including the 
provision of facilities for training, education and research; 

(h) to enter into and carry out agreements with any person 
carrying on business as a carrier of passengers or goods pro¬ 
viding for the carriage of passengers or goods on behalf of the 
Corporation by that other person at a through fare or freight; 

(i) to do all other things to facilitate the proper carrying on 
of the business of the Undertaking. 
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(2) Nothing in this section shall be construed as authorising the 
Corporation or the Delhi Transport Committee or the General 
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Manager (Transport) except with the previous permission of the 
Central Government,— 

(a) to manufacture or maintain anything which is not 
required directly or indirectly for use for the purpose of the 
Undertaking or to repair, store or provide any service for, any 5 
vehicle which does not belong to the Corporation or is not used 
directly or indirectly for the purpose of the Undertaking; 

(b) to purchase any vehicle for the purpose of sale to any 
person, or to sell or supply to any person lubricants, spare parts 

or equipment for, or accessories to, vehicles; ro 

(c) to let vehicles on hire for the carriage of passengers or 
goods save as expressly provided by or under this Act. 

(3) The Delhi Transport Committee shall, with the previous 
approval of the Corporation and in the case of road transport service 
operated in any extended area also with the previous approval of 15 
the Government of the State within which such extended area is 
situated, determine the fares and freights for the carriage of 
passengers and goods in any road transport service operated under 
this Act. 

289. With a view to developing road transport services on any 20 
route or in any area within the Union territory of Delhi, the Gen¬ 
eral Manager (Transport) may, from time to time, prepare 
schemes not inconsistent with this Act for starting new road trans¬ 
port services or augmenting its existing road transport services on 
such route or in such area in which provision may be made for all 25 
or any of the following matters, namely: — 

(a) the purchase of chassis of motor vehicles or vehicles of 
a suitable type; 

(b) the making of arrangements for building suitable types 

of bodies for vehicles; j C 

(c) the erection of stands and sheds for passengers and 
goods; 

( d ) the purchase of equipment, tools and spare parts for, 
and accessories to, vehicles; and 

(e) such supplemental, incidental and consequential provi- 35 
slons as may appear necessary or expedient for any of the 
purposes aforesaid. 

290. (1) The General Manager (Transport) shall, after a scheme 
has been prepared under section 289, obtain the advice of the Delhi 
Transport Committee thereon and place the scheme with the advice ^ 
before the Corporation. 
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(2) The Corporation may, after considering the advice so 
obtained either sanction the scheme without modifications or with 
such modifications as it may deem necessary or reject the scheme. 

291. (1) If the General Manager (Transport) considers it to be 
5 expedient in the public interest to extend the operation of any of 
the road transport services to any area within another State he 
may, with the previous approval of the Delhi Transport Committee 
and the Corporation, negotiate with the Government of that State 
regarding the proposed extension. 

10 (2) If the Government of that State approves the proposed ex¬ 

tension, the General Manager (Transport) shall prepare a scheme 
for the purpose and submit the same to the Corporation for its 
approval through the Delhi Transport Committee. 

(3) After the scheme has been approved by the Corporation, it 
15 shall be competent for the General Manager (Transport) to extend 

the operation of the road transport service to such area and when 
the operation of such service is so extended, he shall operate the 
service in that area subject to the provisions of any law in force in 
the State within which such area is situated. 


20 282. The General Manager (Transport) may, from time to time, 

alter or extend a scheme by a supplementary scheme prepared and 
sanctioned in the manner provided in the foregoing provisions of 
this Chapter. 

293. In carrying on the Delhi Transport Undertaking, the 
25 General Manager (Transport) shall act as far as possible on busi¬ 
ness principles. 

294. The Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (in this section referred to as 
the said Act) shall have effect subject to the following provisions, 
namely: — 


30 (a) the Central Government may, by notification in the 

Official Gazette, authorise subject to such terms and conditions, 
if any, as it may deem fit to impose, any person to exercise and 
perform to the exclusion of the Licensing Authority, Register¬ 
ing Authority, Motor Vehicles Inspector, Traffic Inspector, 
35 Regional Transport Authority or State Transport Authority, as 
the case may be, and without following the procedure laid down 
for the purpose in the said Act all or such of the powers, func¬ 
tions and duties of the Licensing Authority, Registering 
Authority, Motor Vehicles Inspector, Traffic Inspector, 
40 Regional Transport Authority or the State Transport Authority 
under the said Act or under the rules made thereunder in rela¬ 
tion to motor vehicles of the Corporation and the drivers and 
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conductors of those vehicles as may be specified in the notifica- 
caiion; 

(b) the Central Government may, if it so thinks necessary, 
by order, cancel, suspend or vary the conditions of any stage 
carriage, contract carriage or public carrier’s permit which has 5 
been granted or countersigned under Chapter IV of the said 
Act by any Regional Transport Authority in the Union territory 

of Delhi or by the State Transport Authority, Delhi, and is valid 
within the whole or any part of that territory and any order so 
passed shall be final; 10 

(c) if the Central Government, by order in writing so 
directs, any Regional Transport Authority within the Union 
territory of Delhi or the State Transport Authority, Delhi, shall 
not grant, countersign or renew any permit under Chapter IV 

of the said Act other than a private carrier’s permit; T 5 

(d) the Central Government may, by order in writing, 
exempt the motor vehicles of the Corporation or the employees 
of the Undertaking from the provisions of the said Act or of 
any rules made thereunder relating to the carrying of certificates 

of registration and fitness. 20 

295. The Central Government may, by order in writing, exempt 
all or any of the vehicles from payment of any tolls or other charges 
leviable under any enactment for the use of the road within the 
Union territory of Delhi. 


296. The General Manager (Transport) shall cause to be main- 25 
tained and kept in good condition and repair so much of any street 
wherein any tramway is laid as lies between the rails of the tramway 
and where two tramways are laid in any street at a distance of not 
more than six feet from each other, the portion of the street between 
the tramways and in any case as much of the street as extends 30 
eighteen inches beyond the rails of, and on each side of, any such 
tramway. 

CHAPTER XV 
Streets 

Construction, maintenance and improvement of streets 35 

297. (1) All streets within Delhi which are or at any time become 
public streets, and the pavements, stones and other materials there- 

shall vest in the Corporation: 

Provided that no public street which immediately before the 
commencement of this Act vested in the Union shall, unless the 40 
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Central Government with the consent of the Corporation so directs, 
vest in the Corporation by virtue of this sub-section. 

(2) All public streets vesting in the Corporation shall be under 
the control of the Commissioner and shall be maintained, controlled 
5 and regulated by him in accordance with the bye-laws made in this 
behalf.

(2) With the previous sanction of the Corporation the Commis¬ 
sioner may permanently close the whole or any part of a public 
street: 


20 Provided that before according such sanction the Corporation 
shall by notice published in the manner specified by bye-laws give 
reasonable opportunity to the residents likely to be affected by 
such closure to make suggestions or objections with respect to such 
closure and shall consider all such suggestions or objections which

299. Whenever any public street or a part thereof is permanently 
closed under sub-section (2) of section 298 the site of such street 
or of the portion thereof may be disposed of as land vesting in the

300. The Commissioner may at any time with the previous sanc¬ 
tion of the Corporation,— 

(a) lay out and make new public streets; 

(b) construct bridges and sub-ways; 
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35 (c) turn or divert any existing public street; and 

(d) lay down and determine the position and direction of a 
street or streets in any part of Delhi notwithstanding that no 
proposal for the erection of any building in the vicinity has 
been received. 
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301. The Commissioner shall, from time to time, with the sanction 
of the Standing Committee, specify the minimum width of different 
classes of new public streets according to the nature of the traffic 
likely to be carried thereon, and the streets with which they join at 
one or both ends, the localities in which they are situated, the heights 5 
up to which buildings abutting thereon may be erected and other 
similar considerations. 

302. (1) The Commissioner may— 

(a) prohibit vehicular traffic in any public street or any 
portion thereof so as to prevent danger, obstruction or incon- id 
venience to the public or to ensure quietness in any locality; 

(b) prohibit in respect of all public streets, or any parti¬ 
cular public street, the transit of any vehicle of such form, 
construction, weight or size or laden with such heavy or un¬ 
wieldy objects as may be likely to cause Injury to the 15 
roadways or any construction thereon, except under such condi¬ 
tions as to time, mode of traction or locomotion, use of appliances 
for the protection of roadways, number of lights and assistants 
and other general precautions and upon the payment of such 
charges as may be specified by the Commissioner generally or 20 
specially in each case; 

(c) prohibit access to premises from any particular public 
street carrying high speed vehicular traffic: 

Provided that in cases under clause (a) the Commissioner shall 
not take action without the sanction of the Corporation. 25 

(2) Notices of such prohibition as are imposed under sub-section 
(1) shall be posted in conspicuous places at or near both ends of 
public streets or portions thereof to which they relate, unless such 
prohibition applies generally to all public streets. 

303. Subject to the provisions contained in Chapter X, the Com- 30 
missioner may— 

(a) acquire any land required for the purpose of opening, 

widening, extending or otherwise improving any public street 
or of making any new public street, and any building standing 
upon such land; 35 

(b) acquire in relation to any such land or building, all such 
land with buildings, if any, thereon as the Committee may 
think expedient to acquire outside of the regular line, or of the 
intended regular line, of such street; 

(c) acquire any land for the purpose of laying out or making 40 
a public parking place. 
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304 . ( 1 ) The Commissioner may define a line on one or both Defining the 
sides of any public street in accordance with the bye-laws made in of^treets!^ 
this behalf and may, with the previous sanction of the Corporation, 
redefine at any time any such regular line: 

5 Provided that, before according sanction the Corporation shall 
by public notice afford reasonable opportunity to the residents of

Provided further that the regular line of any public street 
operative under any law in force in any part of Delhi immediately 
before the commencement of this Act shall be deemed to be a line 
defined by the Commissioner under this sub-section.

p) No person shall construct or reconstruct any building or a 
portion thereof or any boundary wall or other structure whatsoever 
within the regular line of a street except with the written permission 
20 of the Commissioner: 

Provided that if within sixty days after the receipt of application 
from any person for permission to construct or reconstruct a 
boundary wall or a portion thereof, the Commissioner fails to take 
steps to acquire the land within the regular fine of the street in 
25 accordance with section 307, then, that person may, subject to any 
other provisions of this Act and the bye-laws made thereunder, 
proceed with the work of construction or reconstruction of such 
boundary wall or portion thereof. 

(4) When the Commissioner grants permission for the construc-

(c) the intended level, direction and width of street or 
streets;

(e) the arrangements to be made for levelling, paving, 
metalling, flagging, channelling, sewering, draining, conserving 
and lighting street or streets.

(5) No person shall utilise, sell or otherwise deal with any land 
or lay-out or make any new street without or otherwise than in con- *5 
formity with the orders of the Standing Committee and if further 
information is asked for, no step shall be taken to utilise, sell or 
otherwise deal with the land or to lay-out or make the street until 
orders have been passed upon receipt of such information:

Removal of congested buildings and buildings unfit for human 

habitation

buildings is in an unhealthy condition by reason of the manner in 
which the buildings are crowded together, or of the narrowness, 
closeness, or faulty arrangement of streets, or of the want of proper 
drainage and ventilation, or of the impracticability of cleansing the 
buildings or other similar cause, he shall cause the block to be ins -10 
pected by the Municipal Health Officer and the Municipal Engineer 
who shall make a report in writing to him regarding the sanitary 
condition of the block. 

(2) If upon receipt of such report the Commissioner considers 
that the sanitary condition of the block is likely to cause risk of 15 
disease to the inhabitants of the buildings or of the neighbourhood 
or otherwise to endanger the public health, he shall with the 
approval of the Standing Committee select the buildings which in 
his opinion should wholly or in part be removed in order to abate 
the unhealthy condition of the block and may thereupon by notice 2 o 
in writing require the owners of such buildings to remove them 
within such period as may be specified in the notice: 

Provided that before issuing the notice reasonable opportunity 
should be afforded to the owners to show cause why the buildings 
should not be removed: 

Provided further that the Commissioner shall make compensa¬ 
tion to the owners for any buildings so removed which may have 
been erected under proper authority.

Markets, slaughter houses, trades and occupations 

Maintenance and regulation of markets and slaughter houses 

405. (1) The Commissioner, when authorised by the Corporation in Provision of 
this behalf, may provide and maintain municipal markets and niarkets'and 


slaughter houses in such number as he thinks fit together with stalls, 
shops, sheds, pens and other buildings and conveniences for the use 
of persons carrying on trade or business in, or frequenting such

measures for the weighment or measurement of goods sold therein, 

(2) Municipal markets and slaughter houses shall be under tbe 
control of the Commissioner who may at any time, by public notice, 
40 close any rriunicipal market or slaughter house or any part thereof. 
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406. (1) No person shall, without the general or special permission 
in writing of the Commissioner, sell or expose for sale any animal or 
article in any municipal market, 

(2) Any person contravening the provisions of sub-section (1), and 
any animal or article exposed for sale by such person, may be sum- 5 
marily removed from the market by or under the orders of the 
Commissioner or any officer or employee of the Corporation autho¬ 
rised by the Commissioner in this behalf. 

407. (1 ) No place other than a municipal market shall be used as 

a market unless such place has been licensed as a market by the 10 
Commissioner. 

(2) No place other than a municipal slaughter house shall be used 
as a slaughter house: 

Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall be deemed— 

(a) to restrict the slaughter of any animal in any place on 15 
the occasion of any festival or ceremony, subject to such condi¬ 
tions (non-compliance with which shall be punishable under this 
Act) as the Commissioner may, by public or special notice, 
impose in this behalf, or 

(b) to prevent the Commissioner, with the sanction of the 20 
Corporation, from setting apart places for the slaughter of ani¬ 
mals in accordance with religious custom. 

408. ( 1 ) The Commissioner may charge such fees as he thinks fit 
to impose for the grant of a licence to any person to open a private 
market and may grant such licence subject to such conditions, con- 25 
sistent with this Act and any bye-laws made thereunder, as he thinks 
fit to impose. 

(2) When the Commissioner refuses to grant any licence, he shall 
record a brief statement of the reasons for such refusal. 

(3) The Commissioner may, with the previous approval of the 30 
Standing Committee and for reasons to be recorded, suspend a licence 

in respect of a private market for such period as he thinks fit or 
cancel such licence. 

(4) A private market of which the licence has been suspended or 
cancelled as aforesaid shall be closed with effect from such date as 35 
may be specified in the order of suspension or cancellation. 

409. (1) No person shall keep open for public use any market in 

respect of which a licence is required by or under this Act without 
obtaining a licence therefor, or while the licence therefor is suspended 
or after the same has been cancelled. 40 

(2) When a licence to open a private market is granted or refused 
or is suspended or cancelled the Commissioner shall cause a notice of 
the grant, refusal, suspension or cancellation to be posted in such 
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language or languages as he thinks necessary in some conspicuous 
place by or near the entrance to the place to which the notice 
relates. 

410. No person knowing that any market has been opened to the

Licences and written permissions 

430. (T) Whenever it is provided in this Act or any bye-law made 
thereunder that a licence or a written permission may be granted for 5

costs of and relating to the said complaint as he shall determine, 
inclusive of compensation for the complainant’s loss of time in 
prosecuting such complaint. 

30 (4) Where in the opinion of the magistrate immediate action to 

prevent the nuisance is necessary he may dispense with the inquiry 
as required by sub-section (2) and make such order as he considers 
necessary forthwith. 

(5) If the person directed to take action by an order under sub-

3. The provisions of the United Provinces Municipalities Act, 1916. 

as in force in Delhi immediately before the commencement 
of this Act. 

4. The Punjab District Boards Act, 1883, as in force in Delhi 

immediately before the commencement of this Act. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The question of establishing a Municipal Corporation in Delhi 
has been under the consideration of the Government of India for 
some time, On the appointment of the States Reorganisation 
Commission, it was decided that the matter should be deferred until 
the Commission had reported. The States Reorganisation Com¬ 
mission, while recommending that municipal autonomy in the form 
of a Corporation was ^the right and in fact the only solution of the 
problem of Delhi State”, observed that in the event of this recom¬ 
mendation being accepted, it was for the Government of India to 
determine whether the Municipal set-up of Delhi should follow a 
two-tier model on the lines of the London County Council or whether 
there should be one or two Corporations of the pattern already 
under the consideration of the Government of India. 

2 . On September 4 , 1956 , the Minister for Home Affairs stated in 
the Lok Sabha that a Corporation on the lines of the Bombay 
Municipal Corporation would be established in Delhi. He also 
outlined the broad features of the scheme for the proposed 
Corporation. The Bill seeks to provide for the establishment of a 
Municipal Corporation in Delhi in accordance with the statement 
made by the Home Minister. 

3 . The main features of the scheme are: — 

(i) extension of the jurisdiction of the proposed Corporation 
to the entire territory of Delhi excluding only some parts of 
New Delhi and the Cantonment area, 

(ii) election of 80 Councillors on the basis of adult suffrage, 
of whom 12 will be members of Scheduled Castes, 

(iii) transfer to the Corporation of the functions of the 
existing Water and Sewage Transport and Electricity Boards, 

(iv) constitution of statutory committees to deal with 
(a) electricity supply, (b) transport, (c) siipply of water and 
disposal of sewage, and (d) rural areas, and 

(v) conversion of the Corporation together with an appro¬ 
priate number of members to be elected from the excluded areas 
of New Delhi and Delhi Cantonment into an electoral college 
for election of the representatives of this Union territory to 

Rajya Sabha. 
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The functions proposed to be entrusted to the Corporation follow 
those vesting in the Bombay Municipal Corporation except for some 
additions to the discretionary functions of the Corporation so as to 
enlarge the scope of its social welfare activities. Provision has also 
been made for consulting the U.P.S.C. as respects the higher services 
of the Corporation. 

4 . The Bill makes the necessary supplemental and transitional 
provisions for the making of first appointments, absorption of 
employees of the merging local bodies and boards, vesting of property 
and apportionment of assets and liabilities, and for the expenditure 
to be incurred during the period between the commencement of the 
Act and the establishment of the Corporation.

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Notes on clauses 

Clause 2 , sub-clause ( 11 ).—The jurisdiction of the Corporation will 
extend to the whole of the Union territory of Delhi excluding the 
part of present New Delhi specified in the First Schedule, and the 
area of the Delhi Cantonment. 

Clause 3 .—The Corporation will be established as soon as the 
first general election, held on the basis of adult suffrage, is over. It 
Will consist of eighty councillors. Twelve seats are proposed to be 
reserved for the Scheduled Castes, on the basis of their population. 

Clause 4 .—The term of office of the councillors is proposed to be 
fixed at four years commencing from the date of publication of the 
result of election under clause 13 but, in the case of the initial con¬ 
stitution of the Corporation, the term will commence from the date 
of issue of the notification under clause 3 ( 1 ). 

Clauses 5 and 6 . —It is proposed that the delimitation of wards 
should be made by an order of the Central Government but any 
alteration or amendment in it will be made by the Corporation with 
the previous approval of that Government. 

Clause 7 .—As it is proposed to hold elections to the Corporation on 
the basis of adult suffrage, the rolls prepared for elections to the 
Lok Sabha can be utilised for elections to the Corporation, and hence 
provision has not been made for the preparation of separate rolls for 
the Corporation except by way of splitting the parliamentary electoral 
rolls. 

Clauses 8 and 9 .—'These clauses prescribe the qualifications and 
disqualifications for election as councillor. 

Clause 10.—While it has been provided that every elector shall 
have one vote; in the case of plural-member wards every elector shall 
have one vote for each councillor to be elected. 

Clauses 14 to 20 .—These clauses "deal with disputes relating to 
elections. It has been provided that an election shall be called in 
question only by means of an election petition to be presented to 
the court of the district judge of Delhi. A petitioner may claim that 
the election of all or any of the returned candidates be declared void 
and that he himself or any other candidate may be declared to have 
been duly elected. The decision of the district judge on an election 
petition shall be final and conclusive. 

Clause 21 .—This clause prescribes the corrupt practices relating 

to elections, generally on the lines of the provisions contained in sec¬ 
tion 123 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 . 
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Clause 32 .—The question whether a councillor has become subject 
to any of the disqualifications mentioned in clause 9 , will be referred 
to the district judge, whose decision is proposed to be made final. 

Clause 33 .—Provision has been made for payment of allowances 
to councillors for attendance at meetings of the Corporation and its 
committees. 

Clause 35 ,—This clause deals with the allowances and housing and 
other facilities that may be given to the Mayor and also empowers 
him to have full access to all the records of the Corporation. 

Clause 38 .—It is proposed to appoint a Rural Areas Committee to 
advise the Corporation in relation to its functions in the rural areas, 
including the imposition of taxes. The Committee will consist of 
all the councillors elected from wards situated within the rural 
areas. 

Clauses 41 and 42 .—These enumerate the obligatory and discre¬ 
tionary functions of the Corporation. 

Clause 43 .—The statutory authorities of the Corporation have 
been'enumerated in this clause. They will ensure efficient and speedy 
transaction of business within their respective spheres of work. Their 
constitution and functions have been enumerated in clauses 44 to 70 . 
The provision for nomination of three members of the Delhi Electric 
Supply Committee, the Delhi Transport Committee and the Delhi 
Water Supply and Sewage Disposal Committee has been made so that 
the presence of persons having experience of administration and 
industrial, commercial, financial or labour matters and having know¬ 
ledge and experience of matters connected with the Undertakings, 
may strengthen the Committees. 

Clause 69 ( 1 ).—This clause provides that the Corporation may call 
for any record for inspection. 

Clause 78 .—This clause deals with the maintenance of order at 
meetings of the Corporation and authorises the Mayor to suspend a 
member in certain circumstances. 

Clause 95 —Provision has been made to the effect that for appoint¬ 
ments to any posts carrying a minimum monthly salary of Rs. 350 
or more (exclusive of allowance), consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission shall be necessary, except to the extent provided 
in the clause. 

ClaiLse 112 .—This clause deals with the levy of taxes by the Corpo¬ 
ration and detailed provisions in the matter are contained in the 
other clauses of Chapter VIII, 
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Clause 177 .—This clause, read with the Tenth Schedule, provides 
for the levy of terminal tax on goods at the rates at which the tax is 
being levied at present within the area of the Delhi Municipal Com¬ 
mittee. This clause empowers the Corporation to vary the rates of 
the terminal tax but when such rates are increased, the increased 
rates shall not be more than double the present rates. 

Clause 179 .—The proceeds of the terminal tax, reduced by the cost 
of collection, will be payable, under this clause, to the Corporation. 

Clause 183 .—The proceeds of the tax on motor vehicles and the 
proceeds of the entertainment and the betting taxes collected within 
the jurisdiction of the Corporation are. under this clause, payable to 
the Corporation after deducting the cost of collection. 

Clause 184 .—This clause deals with the borrowing powers of the 
Corporation, It will not be permissible to raise any loan without the 
previous sanction of the Central Government. 

Clause 204 .—This clause provides for a monthly examination and 
audit of municipal accounts. The powers and duties of the Municipal 
Chief Auditor have been detailed in clause 207 . 

Clause 274 .—This clause provides that the Delhi Electric Supply 
Committee shall be responsible for the development and maintenance 
of an efficient, co-ordinated and economical system of electric supply 
for the whole of the Union territory of Delhi. 

Clause 287 .—This clause provides that the Delhi Transport Com¬ 
mittee shall be responsible for maintenance of an efficient, adequate, 
economical and properly co-ordinated system of road transport 
services. 

Clause 331 .—It is proposed that for the erection of, and addition and 
alteration in, buildings the sanction of the Corporation should be 
obtained. 

Clause 364 ,—This clause deals with the removal of congested 
buildings. 

Clause 425 .—This and the subsequent four clauses deal with the 
schemes relating to city improvement and re-housing. 

Clause 461 .—Read with the Twelfth Schedule, this clause 
prescribes the punishment for offences under the Act. 

Clause 505 .—Provision has been made for the functioning of Gaon 
Panohayats alongside with the Corporation and for this purpose the 
necessary re-adjustment of functions has been made to fit them 
suitably in the scheme of the Municipal Corporation. A re-adjust¬ 
ment has also been made in regard to the levy of taxes by the Gaon 
Panchayats, 
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Clause 506.—The eighty councillors of the Delhi Municipal 
Corporation, along with ten persons to be chosen by direct election 
on the basis of adult suffrage from the areas within the New Delhi 
Municipal Committee and the Delhi Cantonment Board, will form 
the electoral college for election to the Rajya Sabha from the Union 
territory. 

Clause 507.—This clause empowers the Corporation, with the 
previous approval of the Central Government, to declare that any 
area included in the rural areas shall cease to be so included or that 
the rural areas or any portion thereof shall be exempt from any of 
the provisions of the Act as also from the levy of any taxes, rates, 
fees or other charges. It also provides for the levy of the taxes and 
rateB, etc., at lower rates. 

Clause 509.—This clause deals with the Central Government’s 
power to make first appointments for a limited period of three years 
from the commencement of the Act. 

Clause 510.—This clause makes provision regarding the con¬ 
tinuance in service of employees of the various bodies and local 
authorities specified in the Second Schedule, and for the continuance 
of their terms and conditions of service. 

Clause 511.—This clause deals with the distribution of assets and 
liabilities relating to the area to be transferred from New Delhi, 
to the Corporation. 

Clause 512.—Any expenditure incurred during the period between 
the commencement of the Act and the establishment of the 
Corporation under any of the provisions of the Act will be borne 
by the Central Government but will be recoverable out of the 
Municipal Fund. 

Clause 514.—As contingencies not envisaged in the Bill may 
arise, this clause deals with the power to remove difficulties. 

Clause 515.—This clause provides that the enactments mentioned 
in the Thirteenth Schedule shall cease to have effect within the 
jurisdiction of the Corporation from the date on which the 
Corporation is established. The provisions of sections 159, 160 and 
165 of the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911, which deal with certain 
customary rights in respect of house scavenging will, therefore, 
cease to be operative.

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clause 179 of the Bill provides that the proceeds of the terminal 
tax shall be paid by the Central Government to the Corporation, 
and to other local authorities within the Union territory of Delhi, 
in such proportion as may be determined by that Government from 
time to time. Similarly, clause 183 of the Bill provides that th« 
proceeds of the tax on motor vehicles collected under the Punjab 
Motor Vehicles Taxation Act, 1924 , as extended to Delhi, and of the 
entertainment and betting taxes collected under the provisions of 
the U.P.' Entertainment and Betting Tax Act, 1937 , as extended to 
Delhi, shall be paid to the Corporation for the performance of its 
functions. While the proceeds from these three taxes will form part 
of the Consolidated Fund of India, when Parliament by appropriation 
made by low in this behalf so provides, they will be payable to the 
Corporation after deducting the cost of collection. 

’ 2. There is no uniformity regarding the rates of terminal tax 
at present levied in the various local bodies in Delhi, and provision 
has therefore been made in clause 177 (read with the Tenth 
Schedule) for their levy and collection within the entire area of the 
Union territory at the rates in force within the area of the Delhi 
Municipal. Committee. It is expected that the payments to the Delhi 
Municipal Corporation on account of the terminal tax, the motor 
vehicles tax and the entertainment and betting taxes will amount 
approximately to Rs. 108 lakhs, Rs. 12 lakhs and Rs. 30 lakhs, 
respectively. The provision for payment on account of the enter¬ 
tainment and betting taxes is based on the recommendation of the 
Taxation Enquiry Commission, 

3 - According to sub-clause (r) of clause 41 , the establishment, 
maintenance of and aid to schools for primary education will be 
one of the obligatory functions of the Corporation. This will be 
subject to such grants as may be determined by the Central 
Government from time to time. At the rate at which such grants 
are bemg paid to those local bodies which will merge in the 
Corporation, a sum of approximately Rs. 26 lakhs will be payable 
to the Corporation. It is however proposed to appoint a special 
officer to examine the financial resources of the Corporation so as 
to determine the grants to be paid by the Central Government. 

4 . Provis ; on has been made in clause 512 that any expenditure 
incurred during the period between the commencement of the Act 
and the establishment of the Corporation under any of the provisions 
of the Act shall be borne by the Central Government and recovered 
from the Municipal Fund on the establishment of the Corporation 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clauses 21 (6), 30 , 33 , 49 (8), 182 , 259 ( 3 ) and 265 ( 2 ) empower the 
Central Government to make rules. Sub-clause (6) of clause 21 
authorises the Central Government to prescribe any practice, in 
addition to those specified in sub-clauses ( 1 ) to ( 5 ), to be a corrupt 
practice for purposes of election. Clause 30 provides for the making 
of rules relating to the electoral rolls, appointment of election officers, 
nomination of candidates, scrutiny of nominations, casting and 
counting of votes, settlement of election disputes and other matters 
connected with the election of councillors. Clauses 33 and 49 ( 3 ) 
relate to the rates at which allowances are to be paid to the council¬ 
lors and the nominated members of the Delhi Electric Supply Com¬ 
mittee, the Delhi Transport Committee and the Delhi Water Supply 
and Sewage Disposal Committee for attendance at meetings, while 
clause 35 provides for the making of rules relating to the allowance 
payable to the Mayor. Clause 182 relates to the rules to be made 
for the levy, assessment and collection of terminal tax. Clause 
259 ( 3 ) authorises the Central Government to determine the items 
of, expenditure to be taken into account for calculating the final 
isSue rate of water supplied to the New Delhi Municipal Committee 
and the Military Engineer, Delhi Cantonment and clause 265 ( 2 ) 
makes a similar provision in regard to the total net cost of ths 
disposal of sewage. 


The Corporation has been given the power to make regulations 
in respect of matters like service conditions of employees (clauses 
58 and 62 ), procedure and transaction of business at meetings of the 
Corporation and at meetings of its committees [clauses 77 ( 2 ), 78 ( 5 ), 
81 and 83 ], constitution of special funds (clause 107 ), form in which 
budget estimates [clause 108 ( 3 )], borrowing by Corporation (clause 
195 ), maintenance of accounts (clause 203 ). Clause 480 provides 
that all such regulations shall be subject to the approval of the 
Central Government, 


The Corporation has been given the power under clause 481 to 
make bye-laws relating to taxation, water supply, drainage and se¬ 
wage disposal, electric supply, transport services, streets, build¬ 
ings, sanitation and public health, vital statistics, public safety and 
suppression of nuisances, markets, slaughter houses, trades and 
occupations, city improvement and other miscellaneous matter* 
relating to the municipal government of Delhi. 
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The various matters referred to above are matters of detail and 
are necessary for the day-to-day administration of the municipal 
affairs of Delhi. It is neither desirable nor practicable to put all 
these mutters in the Bill which is itself a voluminous one. The dele¬ 
gated legislation is of the normal type.
